There arc almost as many diffarencoa 


of opinion as to tho tariff as there are 
members of congress. 
There doesn't 


seem to be any two sections o! the coun- 
try that, exactly agree as to wLat should 
bo done in the line of changing tho pres- 
ent tariff laws. 


Secretary Manning, who in 
some 


respects, is one of the ablest secretaries 
ot the treasury this government has had 
for many years, has comooutin favor of 
free wool and.taxed sugar. Tho duties col- 
lected from foreign, wool aggregate about 
five million dollars annually. "But he is 
opposed to free sugar because that ar- 
ticle is cheap enough. Tot the duty col- 
lected ou sugar is fifty-one million6 


annually. If the duty on wool should be 
abolished it would destroy tho sheep in- 
dustry of tho United Statcs.and the result 
would be an inctoaso in the price ot 
woolen goods.

In every part ot the country there are 


influences at work which look toward 
the pressing of Blaine for a nomination 
in 1SSS. His defeat two years ago does

That campaign was a campaign of extra- 
ordinary blunders during the past ten 
days ot the fight. Tnere was uothicg 
like it in all tho political history of ihe 
country. Had it been a campaign freo 
from the blunders that common aense 
tsotics would have hv^ided, Mr. Blaine 
would havo been elected. This fact has 
inspired the 13 lamo men to renew their 
en&rgies to secure the nomination ot 
their dashing leader. 


To test the popularity of Blnino in a 


state which gave almost a unanimous 
vote for Jiiimunds for United States 
eanator, tho St. Louis Globe-Democrat 
recently mode a canvass of tho Vermont 
legislature, to see how many at tho home 
of Edmunds were in favor of Blame tor 
president. The result was as follows:

Sixty-tour, or nearly half, wero 
for Blaine, first, second and all other 
choices, tiventy-tno wore for Blaine first,

101 outof 145 declared themselves Blaine 
men. 
The Edmunds following was practically 
nil. On'y eleven out of the 145 men-

plainer than that Vermont has no idea of- 
leadmg a forlorn nope at tho next rcpub 
lionn presidential convention. Logan WBB 
the aoie choice of fifteen, tho first choioo 
of fourteen, and the second choioo of 
nine. Sherman was tho sole ohoico of 
four, the first choice of seven aud we? 
aeoond choice ot Sfteei.; Ev&rts. AUiaon, 
Harrison and St John wore oaob named 
onotj. 


This may mako Borne people marvel, 


and liaely it will. But after all tho po- 
sition of Vermont is not 
difficult of 


explanation. 
There ore thousands of 


people 'all over the country who want 
Blame to hava another trial. They may 
be wrong or they may be right. Thoy 
still have faith in the man from Maine. 
They think the blunders of '84 ,'will nOj 
be repeated, and furthermore ^ that the 
charges j[ against him iu that campaign 
h&ve lost all their force and will not be 
reviyed in the coming contest.

however this may bo, the Blaine mon 
purpose to press his nomination. There

2fsw YOUK, Doc. 11.—Commissioner Al- 


bert Fink was uskod Friday by n. represent- 
ative ot Tlio Wall Street Daily Lodger for 
his opinion of the parts ot tlio intor-stato 
commerce bill prohibiting railroad pools 
and compelling roads to mako tho samo 
charges for a short haul as for along haul. 
Ho replied: 


"I consider what is torraod a pool a por- 


foctly legal agreement, and as much in tho 
interest ot tbo public as in the interest of tho 
railroads. It has boon adopted all over tho

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world as tho legitimate moans of obtaining 
absolute tariff. It is sanctioned and prac- 
ticed by all governments owning and operat- 
ing roads in Europe. I think I am ablo to 
E'JOIV that it is in tbo public interest. If a 
pool isformod to extort unreasonable charges, 
it certainly is illegal; but wlion it is formed 
for the purpose of maintaining uniform and 
reasonable tariffs to all shippers and to pro- 
vent unjust discrimination and Iliietuatinc; 
rates, which is tho object of every pool now 
existing, it is in tho public interest and is, in 
my opinion, tbo simplest and most practical 
mensuro by which the proposed law of con- 
pjoss to prevent unjust discrimination can bo 
carried out. Tho condemnation and prohibi- 
tion of pools is simply based on tho mistaken 
idea that thoy prohibit legitimate competi- 
tion and exact unreasonable charges trom 
tho public for transportation. This Is en- 
tirely an assumption not justified by the 
facts in tbe case. Tbo main point to be con- 
sidorod is whether tho established tarias 
•which aro to bo maintained by means of tho 
pool ore reasonable. If they aro, tho pool 
which maintains them is a proper and legal 
measure and should bo commended instead 
of condemned. To prohibit a pool because It 
might bo abused is not good law. 


"If tho bill in passed making the charge 


for tho short haul tho samo as tho long it 
will revolutionize tho wholo tariff of tho 
country. It will stop competition between 
tho railroads and the water ways. It will 
deprive somo roiul.-; of tra/Iin and probably 
throw it upon others. The shorter linos will 
obtain tho busines.;. Tho tendency will bo 
to increase through ratos and reduce tho fa- 
cilities gOni>rally for through ti-aOlc. Tho 
effect on the business from >Tow York to 
Memphis and Now Orleans will bo an Illus- 
tration. Tho rotes to those points aro regu- 
lated by tho water rates, and aro very low. 
Tho railroads could not uff ord to reduce rates 
to exterior points in tho south to tho basis of 
Memphis rates, and would therefore have to 
go out of tho Memphis business. All-water 
rates aro not controlled by tho bill. All- 
rail and combined rail and water rates are. 
All-water would therefore monopolize much 
of the business for which tho railroads now 
compete, and in tho absenco of .that competi- 
tion thoy would bo ablo to exact higher rates 
than thoy do now. Thoro aro somo features 
ot tho bill that I approvo. I am in favor of 
tho publication of railroad tariffs and their 
strict 
maintenance 
without favoritism.

to accomplish those res ults in tho absonco of 
governmental control or support. 1C the 
government can enforce tho maintenance of 
tariff* there wi!l bo no need for pools; but I 
do not think it is practicable. Prohibiting a 
greater charge for a short haul than for a 
long haul may lesson the danger of railroad 
wars. If tho roads havo to baso the local 
rates on tho through rates it is likely tho lat- 
ter will bo bottor maintained at higher fig- 
ures. It is a question, howover, if It would 
not bo moro harmful to the public and the 
interests of tho country to havo this restric- 
tion imposed on tho roads than to have the 
moro incidental advantage of lessoning the 
dangor of wars. 


".But thogroat difficultly in the wholo prob- 


lem is tho establishment of proper tariffs, and 
no provision Is mado for that In the bill. If 
each road is at liberty to mako ita own tariffs 
thoro might bo 100 tariffs for tbo same serv- 
ice, and it tho government attempts to main- 
tain thoso tariffs it would legalize un- 
just discrimination instead of preventing 
it. Congress enters on a, dangerous oxpori- 
mout in interfering with tho present practice 
of tho railroad companies in tho principle on 
which Itransportation tariffs is based. If it 
would leave out of tho proposed conference 
bill tho clauses affecting tho long and the 
short haul and prohibiting pooling, and 
give tho rest of tho bill a trial, it would be 
proc&ediug in a moro statesmanlike and sens- 
ible way. Further legislation, if any is re- 
quired, could be left to future consideration. 
The experiment which it is now proposed to 
mako if tbo bill passes will be a vory expen- 
sive ono, and load to so much dissatisfaction 
that it will bring into permanent discredit 
all efforts by legislation to regulate trant- 
portatiou tariffs." 


A Secret ClrcnliVf That "VViirt Not rrovnca-

CoLUMnus, Ohio, Dec. 11.—At the trades 


union conference Friday morning the condi- 
tion ot tho unions was dlscussod and tho com- 
mittee appointed to confer with the Pow- 
dorly committee, reported that tho Powdcrly 
people woro not empowered to treat the sub- 
ject fully. It was voted to insist on a settle- 
ment on tho basis of tho treaty proposed to 
the knights lost summer. In tho afternoon a 
resolution was passed asking congress to on- 
nct a compulsory indenture law for tho Dis- 
trict of Columbia and tho territories. 


A resolution favoring tho formation oE a 


third party was dofoatod after a hoatod dis- 
cussion, and one odoptod declaring that cap- 
ital uses t!:o police force to compel working- 
men to accept objectionable conditious, and 
ihat tho "nefarious work ot the Pinkortou 
agency" should bo stopped. Therefore tho 
convention urges a generous support to tho 
Unitod Labor party. A resolution oxpross- 
ing sympathy for tho condemned AnarchisU 
was roterrod to committee, whero it is ex- 
pected to die. 


Tho amalgamation was completed lato in 


the afternoon and the namo "American Pod- 
oration of Trades" adopted. Tho united bod- 
ies then commenced business, and tho ro- 
port of tho committoo on constitution was 
partly heard. Tho next meeting will bo 
hold in Baltimore Dec. 8, 18ST. One more 
session will bo hold. 


A sensation was created during tho day by 


tho distribution of a secret circular, issuod 
by tho executive board ot tho Knights ot 
Labor, which doclarod that President Stros- 
sor, of tho cigar-makers, -was a drunkard, 
and also laying tho samo weakness ut the 
doors of Grompors, T)f New York, and ICirch- 
nor, of Philadelphia. Gompors and Stros- 
ssr wore vory angry and denounced tho state- 
ment as a malicious lie. Gomperssaid: "Tho 
ecocutive board has inveutod that outragoous 
slander to injure us among thoso who do not 
know us, I think these charges, oven if tr:io, 
corne in bad grace from Powderly and com- 
pany," Ho then charged Mr. Powdcrly with 
betraying tho interests of the laboring classes, 
and mentions the collar and cuff makers, of 
Cohoes, N. Y., tho clothing cuttor.', the Chi- 
cago boot'and pork butchers, and tho south- 
western railroad strike as examples.

Horo tho wiclo 
view u-hich tlio apostlo WILS to unfold is pre- 
sentol in-tho "groat multitude" outside tho 
tribes. Tho believers of othor than tho He- 
brew nation were despised by none moro than 
by Hi-breivs. Hera is a lesson for all, Jews 
and Gentiles. 


V. 9. Alter the sealing o£ tho l-W.OOO from 


the tribes, the apostlo had a vision ot a ffi-eat 
multitude—not Hebrews, but of "all nations," 
etc. Tho several words aro employed to make 
the idea vivid and impressive. Tho attitude 
ot this multitude is standing, in reverence and 
adoration. Tho position ia "before tho throne 
und before the Lamb." The garb is "white 
robes," of purity (see v. 14), not triumph. See 
Zeeh. iii, S-fi, for the Old Testamont presenta- 
tion of this idea, which ia also in lisa, i, IS. 
They havo "palms in their hands." Hero the 
idea ia probably oC rejoicing and triumph,

The biU by 
its provisions covens one hundred nnt 
seventy-nine cities,of which forty-nine 
have tho requisite population and post- 
office revenue, and the remainder 
the 


requisite revenue, bat not the popula- 
tion. 


An Associated Press disputou, speaking 


of this amendmjnt and its passage in th 
house, sayp: 


By arrangement with the committee on 


lOBtuflioes and post-rotds, Mr. Cannon 
)£ Illinois, withdrew the amendment 
jffered by him yesterday, and Mr. Dock 
ry, of Missouri, on behalf of that com 
mittee, offered an amendment so as t 
make the bill provide that letter-carriers 
^ 
be employed for the tree delivery 


ot mail matter ua frequently as the public 
business may require in every incopor- 
,ted city, village, or borough containing; 
„ population of 50,000 within its corpor- 
ate limits, and may be so [employed at 
every place containing a population 0[ 
not less than 10,000 within its corporate 
limits according to the last general cen- 
sus taken by authority of state or United 
States law, or to any postoffioe which 
produces a gross revenue for the preced- 
ing fiscal year of not less than 310,000. 


Mr. Doskery's amendment was adopted 


and as amended the bill was passed. 


The only cities affected in Wisconsin 


by this amendment are Janesville, Fond 
dn Lac and Applelon. 


It is estimated that the cost of this 


extension in the 179 cities in the United 
States will be 8411,000, should all tbe 
cities apply for tbe special delivery 
which is not expected. 


Tho senate will no doubt concur ia the 


house amendment?. 


Should this bill become a law Janes- 


ville would have five or six letter carriers, 
and the postoflice, which is now contin- 
ually crowded with mail matter at tbo 
general delivciy, would bo greatly re- 
lieved. The service will be of inestimable 
value to our business men, end a great 
convenience to residents.
